If this Government follows 
the English policy the result will be the same, 
The canal will cost more than it would if 
built with Government aid, and heavier ton- 
nage duties will be exacted. But the whole 
argument of English opposition is too silly 
for consideration, since it will be for English 
interests to have this Communication opened. 
It is necessary for our commerce and it is 
necessary for English commerce as well, and 
no better investment can be made by the Gov- 
érnment than the proposed loan to the canal 
company. 
Why is it that the Democratic party always 
arrays itself against the National interests? 
It has opposed the National policy in the Ber- 
ing Sea business and in the Atlantic fisheries 
contention. It has fought reciprocity and its 
incident, the Shipping Bounty bill, under 
which it is proposed to carry to the reciprocal 
nations the goods we wiah to sell. Now it is 
fighting the Nicaragua bill, one of the most 
vitally important of National measures. Every 
one ef these projects. was conceived in the in- 
terests of the country at large. They are not 
partisan, and yet the leaders of that party are 
fighting them as fiercely as if they were meas- 
ures in the interests of foreign nations. Why 
is it that the Democratic Congressmen have

before he dies to the earnest consideration of 
this hard,‘ tough fact and see if he cannot de- 
vise some law or method which will induce the 
thirsty men of Maine to cease longing for liq- 
uor, getting it at any price, hunting for it in 
all. cunning and curious ways, and urging 
saloon men to keep it for sale. For more 
than a third of a century Dow has been fight- 
ing effecte and disregarding the cause—name- 
ly: the fierce, yearning, inappeasable desire 
for liquor. Once he combated this cause and 
made good headway. He made his ap- 
peals to the drimkers and thousands 


of them were reformed. Then he suddenly | 


dropped the good work and instead of pound- 
ing away at the cause he ever since has been 
attacking the effect, the cause being constant- 
ly at work, with the result not only that he has 
made no progress but has been going stead- 
ily backwards, The returns from the revenue 
district of New Hampshire, which includes 
Vermont and Maine, show that in these three 
oldest prohibition States in the country 370,850 
barrels of beer were produced in 1890. As 
Maine has half the population of the three 
it w fair to presume it consumed half 
this amount, or.-over a barrel to each 
voter. If so buiky an article as beer can 
be consumed in such quantities in Maine, in 
spite of Dow’s original law and its forty 
amendments, how much whisky is drank 
there? Is it not time that a reasonable person 
should desist from this cart-before-the-horse 
folly and turn his attention to reforming tlie 
desire of the drinkers for liquor? If he can 
do this, he will close up the rumshops.

CANADIAN PACIFIC INSOLENCE. 


The summary of Van Horne’s letter oppos- . 


ing reciprocity between Canada and the United 
States, which was ‘published in Tan Tarsunz 
of yesterday, cannot be understood without 
the statement of a few facts. The gentleman 
is President of the Canadian Pacific railroad, 
which was built not with private capital but 
with the money of ‘the people. The Canadian 
Government supplied some $20,000,000 in 
bona Wonka lene eee grant, and ceded 
to it that portion of the road already built be-’ 
tween Ottawa and Port Arthur. The line was 
also made free of taxation for twenty years 
and guaranteed against competition from 
rival roads. Its construction was both prac- 
tically and ostensibly undertaken #8 a Govern- 
ment measure, and that a military one. When 
it was finished Sir John Macdonald spoke in 
enthusiastic terms of the ease with which they 
could now transport British soldiers and mun1- 
tions of war across the continent and concen- 
trate them in and around the newly-con- 
structed fortifications on the Pacific coast in 
case of an impending struggle with the United 
States. 

The road being completed its managers 
found little business for it, at least not much 
in the shape of way traffic, and hit upon the 
expedient of puiting on steamship lines be- 
tween Victoria and Portland, Seattle, San 
Francisco, ete., to compete for transportation 
that would otherwise have fallen entirely to 
the lot of the United States transcontinental 
companies, They were moderately successful 
by dint of offering low rates on the roundabout 
route, and the Union Pacific companies then 
became so sick of it that they agreed to pay a 
subsidy of $600,000 per year asa sop to the 
Canadian Cerberus, Of course the American 
lines charge this, and more, to their custom- 
ers, so that the aforesaid subsidy is really a 
commercial blackmail levied on the people of 
the United States in behalf of this Canadian 
semi-military Government road if not by it. 


|The management of the line is enjoying the 


procéeds of the robbery, though it may deny 
the charge of stealing, but it is equally culpa- 
ble with the “ fence’? who reaps the profits of 
a burglary. It has long since passed into a 
proverb that “the receiver is as bad as the 
thief,’’ 

Van Horne might have been pardoned for 
rallying to the support of his friend Sir John, 
through whose influence all these things have 
been made possible to him, but he must be a 
huge donkey as well as a fabricator in saying 
that our manufacturers are working on short 
time, our farmers East and West suffering se- 
verely, and in effect that the whole country is 
going to the dogs. - But he has rendered him- 
self supremely ridiculous by the assertion that 
we are extraordinarily jealous of Canada be- 
cause of the wonderful development of its trade 
and manufactures. Bosh! He might with as 
good grace allege that the merchant prince is 
jealous of the mendicant or the eagle of the 
sparrow. It is in order to ask him if-he is not 
ashamed to keep on levying blackmail from a 
people suffering so much as we must be unless 
his statement is a rank falsehood. 

As Van Horne is now adding insult to in- 
jury it should be about time to put an end to 


| the monstrous miquity of which he is a dis- 
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man who is for unlimited reciprocity with the 
United States 1s for annexation, and every 
man who is for annexation ie a traitor.” 

Whatever the Liberals may think now on 
the subject of union with this countr y, it is 
certain that it was not in their minds a short 
time ago. They favored a broad reciprocity, 
it is true, but they did so with no ulterior in- 
tentions. They were for itonly because it was 
good in and of itself. But there is no telling 
what thoughts this incessant din of the Tories 
may have put into their heads. If these 
charges of their opponents do make annexa- 
tionists out of them it will not be the first time 
that the taunts, jeers, and assaults of political 
foes have driven men to espouse a policy to 
which they were originally opposed, or con- 
cerning which they were indifferent. 

When the Republican party was organized 
its creed was hostility to the extension of 


slavery. Itsaid over and over again that it 


had no wish to interfere with slavery in the 
States where it existed. Its leaders said so, 
and they were sincere in it. But the Demo- 
cratic papers and speakers never spoke of the Re- 
publicans except as Black Republicans. They 
charged them with being Abolitionists in dis- 
guise, and with having as their final object the 
overthrow of African slavery. These charges 
were accompanied by continual aggressions 
on the part of the slave power, and the result 
was that little by little the Republicans began 
to be Abolitionists. They knew that slavery 
was wrong, and their eyes opened gradually to 


the fact that it must be right-to abolish it. So 


it did not take long after the breaking out of 
the slaveholders’ rebellion to make all Repub- 
licang Abolitionists. But for the incessant 

ering of the Democrats and the aggres- 
sions of the South it would have taken them a 
long time to reach that position. 

That which happened in the North may 
very easily happen in Canada. As there was 
nothing wrong in favoring the doing away 
with slavery, so there is nothing wrong in an- 
nexation. It would be for the best interests 
of the Dominion and would :deprive its citi- 
zens of nothing except the exceedingly empty 
honor of being knighted by the Queen and of 
having to pay the salary of an English noble- 
man sent over to be a figurehead Lieutenant- 
Governor. So if the Tories keep on telling 
the Liberals that they are for commercial 
reciprocity only as a step to annexation, the 
latter will wind up by becoming: just what 
they are accused of being. , 

If the Tories succesd in getting the ideas of 
unlimited reciprocity and annexation inex- 
tricably entangled in theminds of Canadians, 
they will have been the means of ending the 
separate existence of the Dominion. For un- 
limited reciprocity is* bound to come, In 
1849 the pressure of the American tariff 
weighed so heavily on Canada that many of 
the very people who are now foremost in the 
ranks of the Tories were clamoring 
for - annexation. to. the United . States. 
There is no telling what might have 
happened then but for the shrewd diplomacy 
of the South. The slaveholders wanted no 
new Northern anti-slavery States admitted, so . 
through their tool, President Pierce, they ne- 
gotiated the reciprocity treaty of 1854, which 
opened the American markets to the products 
of Canada, which on its side imposed heavy 
duties on American manufactures. Even 
after the United States put.an end to that un- 
just arrangément in 1866 the duties imposed 
on the natural products of Canada were very 
low—they were as nothing compared with the 
steadily increasing duties levied by Canada on 
American products. 

The McKinley bill, with tardy justice, has 
equalized duties and makes the Oanadians 
pay on their products what the rest of the 
world does on its. The Dominion occupies 
the position of a “most favored nation ’’—it 
gets just as good treatment as every other 
country under the sun. But after this long 
period of no duties or very light ones it does 
not like this treatment. Naturally it does 
not, for it is crushing its farmers. Their 
burdens are becoming heavier than they can 
bear. ‘They sigh for the fleshpots of Egypt 
and the day when they can sell their eggs, 
turkeys, cabbages, and horses at living prices 
to their American cousins. Unlimited rec- 
iprocity will bring back those good times 
and nothing else will, and the people will ia- 
sist more and more urgently as the McKiuley 
bill pinches the worse and worse on having 
those good old times even if the result is the 
hauling down of thé Union Jack and the hoist- 
ing of the starry banner. The pressure of 
hard times and Tory taunts are making An- 
nexationists hourly.
